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CONDITION  OP  ROADS  &  EQUIPMENT  GENERALLY 
Most  of  our  32  miles  of  road  are  badly  in  need  of  gravel 
to  build  them  up  to  where  they  should  be.  As  conditions  are 
now.  each  time  a  road  is  scraped  more  of  the  road  disappears. 

The  several  pieces  of  equipment  the  Town  owns  are  very 
slow,  very  old  and  worn  out.  (One  tractor  travels  at  the  rate 
of  l'/2  mph.)  It  is  necessary  to  keep  replacing  parts,  the  cost 
of  which  is  high  in  time,  money  and  man-power.  (Just  witness 
oiir  recent  heavy  snowfall.)  These  costs  keep  rising  as  this 
antiquated  equipment  keeps  failing  more  and  more  frequently. 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  is  practically  impossible  to 
give  our  Townspeople  the  service  they  are  pajang  for. 

Therefore,  it  is  respectfully  suggested  that  the  people  act 
favorably  on  Article  No.  10  placed  in  the  warrant  by  our  far- 
sighted  Selectmen.

The  year  1952  has  been  a  very  average  year  with  the 
summer  months  busy  and  the  winter  months  rather  quiet. 
More  and  more  students  are  taking  advantage  of  our  books 
for  reports,  essays  and  weekly  assignments.  We  have  added 
the  World  Book  Encyclopedias  in  nineteen  volumes  which 
are  written  for  school  use  and  can  be  understood  by  the  young 
people  themselves.  These  books  are  being  paid  for  over  a 
period  of  two  years  and  though  they  have  limited  the  pur- 
chase of  other  books^  we  believe  they  are  well  worth  it. 

We  can  report  an  addition  of  92  new  books — all  of  which 
are  adult  reading.

421  and  juvenile  526.  We  would  like  to  add  to  this  for  the 
coming  year  and  invite  all  to  borrow  books  on  Wednesdays 
from  2 :30  to  4 :30  p.m.  Our  thanks  go  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wil- 
liam House  who  have  again  given  us  books  for  the  library.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


The  school  children  of  Harrisville  continue  to  enjoy  the 
advantages  of  their  modern  building,  with  its  beauty,  clean- 
liness and  comfort ;  and  the  benefits  of  a  hard-working  and 
capable  staff. 

The  school  district  has  been  generous  in  providing  suf- 
ficient funds  with  which  to  supply  the  pupils  Avith  the  best 
available  text-books,  supplies  and  equipment,  as  well  as  to 
provide  for  instruction  in  music,  dramatics  and  speech  cor- 
rection. 

The  present  conditions  related  to  the  educational  pro- 
gram are  good,  though  the  future  may  hold  some  important 
problems  for  the  community  to  settle.  Chief  among  these  is 
the  problem  of  pupil  enrollment.  The  school  opened  in  Sep- 
tember 1952  with  a  record  grade  one  enrollment  of  15  pupils. 
September  1953  promises  even  a  better  grade  one  member- 
ship of  19  pupils.  If  such  enrollments  continue,  and  this  is 
more  than  just  a  possibility,  the  district  may  find  it  neces- 
sary to  send  grade  seven  and  eight  to  the  Keene  Junior  High 
School,  making  the  Wells  Memorial  School  a  six  graded  pro- 
gram. Such  a  program  would  tie-in  well  with  the  new  Keene 
system  of  six  grades  in  elementary  school,  three  grades  in 
junior  high  school  and  three  grades  in  senior  high  school. 

The  school  board  policy  of  charging  a  small  fee  for  the 
use  of  the  auditorium  and  kitchen  facilities,  to  cover  heat, 
light  and  janitorial  service,  has  lead  to  an  increased  use  of 
the  building  for  community  activities  for  children  as  well 
as  adults.  It  is  hoped  that  the  school  will  continue  to  serve 
the  community  needs  more  and  more  in  the  future.
